Jat M Bl ng of signals froa transnitt«rs located 
auch closer to the aarviea ar«M in the USSR and the sateUita 
eountrlea la a little more difficulty but sc as *i»pi i 
lation is rec]uirad and the Soviets control the receivers and the 
territory in idiich they are located no spectacular iwarovcsuait can 
be effected in our ability to overcema the isaaing by any action 
which we can take at the traaaatttera. 

Although the answara to many of the detailed questions concerning 
the location of Russian Jaamilng trananitt«*s, their eharaetsristies 
and detailed aatlMNla tdt operation would appear to be of Interesty such 
infonuation would net enable us to sucneeafully eenbat a well organised 
JSBudng pragram. 

Collectitm effoz^s initiated in June immediately after the Jaiaeing 
beeaee intense have yielded little useful infoneatlon concerning these 
tranaoitters. Howevery other efforts to analyse the agretesi and the 
oi^anisation behind the ^aoadng may {urove sKure ^>oduetive of inforaaticn 
of value to the State Department and to the Departeent of Defense.
